Prairie Avenue 
Work Will Be 
Finished Soon

Widening and improvement, of 
Prairie ave. between Artesia 
hlvd. and 182nd st. in Torranrr 
is srhedulpfl to he completed 
within 30 days, Supervisor Krn 
neth Hahn reported this week.

Major portion of financing of 
the project, being carried out 
under the supervision of Tor­ 
rance City Engineer Ronald W. 
Bishop, was provided by the 
county out of gas tax funds on 
the basis that the improvement 
of the roadway will be of general 
county interest, Hahn said.

Curbs and gutters have been 
installed most of the distance 
and the aggregate base for the 
pavement has been installed. 
Placing of the pavement is ex­ 
pected to begin within the next 
few days, Bishop reported to 
the supervisor this week.

Modernization of the road in­ 
cluded widening to four full 
lanes of traffic plus paved shoul­ 
ders, curbs and gutters, on a 
right of way of 80 feet.

"In addition to providing a 
better, safer roadway for motor­ 
ists, this project will help to 
provide better safety for chil­ 
dren attending the Perry and 
Kdison elementary schools and 
North High School," Hahn said.
